Several  years  ago  I  was 
in  one  of  our  many  con- 
versations regarding  our 
mission  here  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 
Our  group  asked  the  usual 
questions  about  our  heritage 
and  our  vision  for  the  future. 
We  looked  at  all  of  the  great 
support  programs  we  produce, 
talked  about  our  continuous 
attempts  to  develop  a  modern 
curriculum,  felt  good  about  the 
state-of-the  art  technology  we 
provide,  and  took  satisfaction 
in  our  library  resources.  We  also  noted  the  excitement  that  is 
created  through  athletic  programs,  Greek  organizations  and  stu- 
dent life.  We  were  assured  of  our  commitment  to  our  mission 
through  the  spiritual  environment  that  is  found  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 
In  our  discussions  we  agieed  to  continue  to  dedicate  ourselves 
to  always  balancing  our  budgets  and  to  growing  our  enrollment, 
goals  that  we  now  achitv^e  annually 

After  a  while,  a  friend  on  the  faculty  stopped  us  and  said,  "You 
know  there  is  a  reason  WHY  we  do  these  things:  it's  all  about  the 
students.^'  In  those  simple  words  he  captured  the  essence  of  why 
we  are  so  dedicated  to  our  goals  here  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

In  our  quest  to  try  to  provide  our  students  with  the  best  pos- 
sible services,  we  continue  to  seek  to  know  them  better.  This  is 
a  generation  unlike  the  one  in  which  we  matured.  Noel-Levitz 
recently  conducted  a  national  study  of  college-bound  freshmen. 
They  found  that  more  than  90  percent  were  strongly  committed 
to  getting  a  college  degree,  yet  kas  than  half  felt  they  had  the 
financial  resources  to  complete  college.  Almost  half  of  the  stu- 
dents were  insecure  about  their  ability  to  grasp  mathematical 
concepts  and  a  large  percentage  openly  sought  help  in  learning 
how  to  prepare  for  exams.  Further,  a  large  majority  wanted 
guidance  in  building  an  educational  plan  that  would  help 
secure  a  good  job.  The  summary  is  that  we  are  educating  a 
group  of  students  with  ver)'  specific  goals  in  life  but  who  are 


uncertain  about  their  means  to  accomplish  those  goals.  They 
are  open  in  wanting  our  guidance  and  mentoring  as  they 
progress  down  life's  path. 

To  better  understand  our  Lenoir-Rhyne  students,  several  L-R 
administrators  joined  me  in  a  series  of  visits  to  the  residence 
halls  this  past  spring.  We  met  vnxh  large  groups  of  students 
who  shared  frank  and  honest  opinions  of  how  the  school  could 
improve  its  support  of  them.  Some  provided  very  sound  input 
on  the  directions  our  curriculum  might  take  by  bringing  more 
opportunities  for  international  study  and  internships  in  the 
community.  Others  were  vocal  in  expressing  their  desire  to 
become  engaged  in  campus  activities.  Some  students  focused 
on  small  items  that  had  big  effects  on  their  experiences.  We 
learned  that  the  chocolate  milk  machine  in  the  cafeteria  had 
been  broken  for  months  and  that  a  security  light  needed  replac- 
ing behind  Fritz-Conrad.  We  took  all  of  their  input  seriously.  We 
are  working  to  address  the  curriculum  issues  and  to  develop  more 
opportunities  for  real-world  experience.  And,  yes,  we  fixed  the 
chocolate  milk  machine  and  the  security  light  the  next  week! 

Our  conversations  wdth  the  student  groups  gave  me  an  affir- 
mation that  the  next  generation  of  leaders  is  thinking  about 
issues,  both  big  and  small.  They  will  inherit  our  world,  and  1 
am  confident  that  it  v^ll  be  in  good  hands. 

As  you  read  through  this  edition  of  Profile,  think  about  what 
Lenoir-Rhyne  students  are  accomplishing  today.  Take  note  of 
the  great  accomplishment  of  our  softball  team  and  men's  golf 
team  and  read  how  our  business  students  and  science  students 
performed  at  regional  and  national  competitions.  Don't  miss  the 
piece  about  nursing  students  providing  service  in  Mexico,  and 
take  pride  in  the  leadership  roles  of  students  like  Jordan  Palzer 
and  David  LeFevers.  With  all  that  our  students  are  accomplish- 
ing, you  can  see  that  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  it  IS  all  about  the  students.

Lenoir-Rhyne  top-ranked  in  state  by  U.S.News  &  World  Report 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  once  again  been  top-ranked  within 
the  state  in  its  category  by  U.S.News  &  World  Report  in  its 
annual  "America's  Best  Colleges"  issue. 

The  rankings,  released  Aug.  18,  place  the  college  11th  in 
the  South  in  the  category  Best  Comprehensive  Colleges  - 
Bachelor's.  This  category  includes  320  colleges  and  universities, 
ranked  in  four  different  geographical  regions.  These  colleges 
focus  on  undergraduate  education  and  offer  a  range  of  degree 
programs  in  the  liberal  arts  as  well  as  professional  fields  such 
as  business,  nursing  and  education. 

The  ranking  is  based  on  several  factors,  including  peer 
assessment,  number  of  classes  with  fewer  than  20  students,  stu- 
dent-faculty ratio,  percent  of  faculty  who  are  full-time,  the  acad- 
emic qualifications  of  its  entering  freshmen,  and  the  average 
alumni  giving  rate.  At  Lenoir-Rhyne,  63  percent  of  classes  have 
fewer  than  20  students  and  only  1  percent  has  more  than  50. 
There  is  an  average  of  one  faculty  member  for  each  13  students. 
Seventy-seven  percent  of  L-R  faculty  are  full-time,  usually  an 


indication  of  better  mentoring  of  students.  In  the  freshman 
class  of  2005,  46  percent  were  ranked  in  the  top  25  percent 
of  their  high  school  class. 

Other  North  Carolina  colleges  in  the  same  category,  and 
their  ranking,  included:  High  Point  University,  15th;  Wingate 
University,  19th;  Catawba  College,  23rd;  Peace  College,  35th; 
Mars  Hill  College,  38th;  and  Brevard  College,  46th. 

Dr.  Wayne  Powell,  college  president,  said:  "We  are  very 
pleased  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  is  once  again  recognized  as  the 
number  one  North  Carolina  college  in  its  category.  Our  listing 
as  11th  in  the  South  is  consistent  vnth  our  aggressive  agenda 
to  be  a  nationally  recognized  liberal  arts  college  of  choice.  We 
are  not  surprised  by  the  recognition  since  Lenoir-Rhyne  places 
the  student  first.  Our  faculty  are  master  teachers,  dedicated 
first  and  foremost  to  helping  students  learn.  Our  staff  are  all 
part  of  a  community  that  is  here  to  assist  in  the  personal  devel- 
opment of  the  students.  We  believe  this  personal  commitment 
makes  a  difference."  ■

AIDS  researcher  named 
Distinguished  Alumna 


Johnson  says  the  most  gratifying  result  of 

her  work  is  that,  with  the  proper  medication, 

AIDS  is  now  more  a  chronic  iUness  rather  than 

a  Hfe-threatening  one. 
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AIDS  was  first  identified  in 
1981.  In  19S8  Ju^  Johnson 
'75  saw  a  close  friend  die 
from  the  disease.  "I  was 
pretty  angry  about  that,  and 
I  didn't  want  anyone  else  to 
suffer,"  she  said. 
.    But  Johnson,  who  was  a 
nurse,  wanted  to  do  more  than  care 
for  people  who  were  sick;  she  wanted 
to  help  find  a  cure  for  AIDS. 

In  1989,  she  answered  a  newspa- 
per ad  seeking  a  research  health  ana- 
lyst for  the  Center  for  Epidemiolog- 
ic and  Medical  Studies  at  the 
Research  Triangle  Institute.  Thus 
began  17  years  of  helping  to  devel- 
op better  treatments  for  what  has 
become  one  of  the  worst  pan- 
demics in  human  history  She 
recently  received  the  2006  Distin- 
guished Alumna  Award  for  her 
work  in  this  area. 

From  the  age  of  13,  Johnson 
knew  she  wanted  to  become  a 
nurse.  That  was  when  her 
brother  Roh  Johnson  '71  had 
to  be  hospitalized,  and  she  saw 
the  difference  a  caring  nurse 
could  make.  (Her  brother 
earned  a  business  degree  from 
L-R  and  a  nursing  degree 
from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  1975.  He  is  now 
a  nurse  anesthetist.) 
After  earning  her  bachelor  of  sci- 
ence m  nursing  at  L-R,  Johnson 
earned  a  master  of  science  in  nursing 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill  in  1986.  In  1999,  she 
earned  an  executive  MBA  from  Pfeif- 
fer  College.  For  the  first  few  years  of 
her  career,  she  worked  in  more  typical 
nursing  jobs,  at  hospitals  and  for 
North  Carolina  state  government. 

Johnson's  work  in  AIDS  research 
has  been  rewarding,  although  a  cure 
or  vaccine  remains  elusive.  Since  1992, 
she  has  worked  for  GlaxoSmithKline 
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Outstanding  alumni  recognized

(GSK)  or  its  predecessor  companies. 
This  company  is  one  of  the  world 
leaders  in  AIDS  research. 

Johnson  doesn't  work  in  the  lab, 
but  her  role  is  essential  to  the  develop- 
ment of  new  drugs.  She  organizes  the 
human  trials  of  potential  new  drugs, 
writing  the  protocols  for  the  research. 
She  also  selects  the  physicians  who 
will  offer  the  test  drugs  to  their 
patients.  She  said  she  tries  to  find 
physicians  in  different  locations  whose 
practice  includes  diverse  ethnic 
groups.  She  describes  in  writing  the 
types  of  patients  who  are  eligible  for 
the  study,  and  what  data  should  be 
collected.  She  then  trains  the  partici- 
pating physicians.  After  the  trial,  she 
analyzes  the  data  and  works  with  the 
physicians  to  write  articles  for  medical 
journals.  Her  name  has  appeared  on 
numerous  scientific  research  papers. 

Developing  and  researching  a  new 
drug  is  a  team  effort,  she  said,  with 
input  from  pharmacists,  biologists, 
physicians,  statisticians  and  other  spe- 
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cialists.  Among  other  projects,  John- 
son has  assisted  in  the  development 
of  3TC,  one  of  the  most  commonly 
used  AIDS  drugs.  Her  team  helped 
discover  that  using  a  combination  of 
drugs  provides  the  most  effective 
treatment. 

Her  work  also  helped  validate  a  key 
principle  of  AIDS  treatment:  the  idea 
that  the  viral  load  in  the  body  is  corre- 
lated to  the  disease's  progression.  This 
discovery  led  to  the  development  of 
drugs  that  could  suppress  the  virus, 
although  not  completely  eliminate  it. 

Johnson  has  also  served  as  a  men- 
tor to  several  students  chosen  for 
GlaxoSmithKline's  Women  in  Science 
program.  This  program  provides 
scholarships  for  women  studying  sci- 
ence at  several  colleges,  including 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  It  also  provides  the 
opportunity  for  the  students  to  inter- 
act with  female  research  scientists, 
who  serve  as  role  models.  Most  stu- 
dents come  into  the  program  thinking 
they  want  to  work  in  the  lab,  but 


Johnson  tries  to  show  them  that  there 
are  many  ways  to  contribute. 

She  said  the  most  gratifying  result 
of  her  work  is  that,  with  the  proper 
medication,  AIDS  is  now  more  a 
chronic  illness  rather  than  a  life-     ' 
threatening  one.  A  cure  is  not  yet  in 
sight,  but  with  proper  disease  man- 
agement, AIDS  patients  can  now 
expect  to  live  many  years.  She  noted 
that  when  she  began  working  in  the 
field,  there  were  only  three  drugs 
approved  to  treat  AIDS.  Now  there  are 
about  18-20  such  drugs. 

However,  Johnson  describes  the 
AIDS  virus  as  "tricky"  and  said  a  cure 
is  elusive.  She  has  worked  on  a  poten- 
tial vaccine,  but  it  is  not  expected  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  AIDS.  At  most, 
it  is  expected  to  delay  the  progression 
of  the  disease. 

"I  don't  think  there  will  be  a  cure 
in  my  lifetime,"  she  said.  However, 
she  hopes  to  continue  the  search  for 
better  treatments  of  this  devastating 
disease.  Q 


Dr.  Karen  McDougal  guides  students 

on  the  road  less  traveled 


Ask  anyone  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  about  "the  tree  lady" 
and  they  will  point  you 
toward  Dr.  Karen  McDougaVs 
office.  You  can  identify  her  by 
the  leaf  jewelry  she  wears. 
It's  one  way  the  L-R  biology 
professor  shows  her  apprecia- 
tion of  nature.  She  often  leads  plant 
identification  walks,  pointing  out  the 
names  and  peculiarities  of  North  Caroli- 
na's wild  plants  as  if  they  were  old 
friends.  She  also  started  and  supervises 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  Living  Tree  Fund,  which 
allows  people  to  give  a  tree  on  campus 
in  honor  or  memory  of  someone  special. 

But  for  McDougal,  the  road  less  trav- 
eled is  also  a  place  to  study  and  learn. 
Her  biology  lab  includes  a  table  covered 
with  numerous  plants  crowded  under 
artificial  grow  lights.  If  you  ask,  she  v^ll 
pinch  off  a  piece  of  a  plant  and  give  it 
to  you,  along  with  instructions  about 
how  to  take  care  of  it.  Some  of  her 
plants  are  donated;  some  are  given 
away.  All  are  studied  and  discussed. 

In  the  same  way  she  mothers  her 
plants,  she  encourages  her  students. 
Since  joining  the  L-R  faculty  in  1984, 
she  has  been  a  mentor  to  many  students 
willing  to  learn  about  scientific  research. 

Even  before  she  came  here,  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  students  had  been  going  to  the 
N.C.  Academy  of  Science  to  present  the 
results  of  their  research  projects.  "It  is 
one  of  the  oldest  scientific  societies  in 
the  United  States,"  McDougal  said. 

Unlike  many  other  organizations,  it 
includes  all  branches  of  science.  The 
Senior  Academy  of  the  NCAS  consists 
of  college  professors,  conservation  pro- 
fessionals and  representatives  of  various 
government  agencies  that  deal  with  sci- 
entific issues. 

The  Collegiate  Academy  of  NCAS 
offers  college  students  at  member  orga- 
nizations the  opportunity  to  present 
their  research  in  an  annual  competition. 
The  organization  also  provides 
Yarbrough  Research  Grants,  which  fund 
undergraduate  research  projects. 

"We  require  all  our  junior  honor  stu- 
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dents  to  vmte  a  research  proposal," 
McDougal  said.  They  present  the  pro- 
posal in  April  and  find  out  in  the  sum- 
mer if  they  have  received  a  grant. 

"Our  students  have  a  history  of 
receiving  funding  from  the  academy," 
she  said.  However,  even  those  who 
don't  receive  a  grant  are  expected  to 
conduct  a  research  project.  Many  of 
those  give  presentations  at  the  N.C. 
Academy  their  senior  year.  In  spring  of 
2006,  two  L-R  seniors  from  the  honors 
biology  program  received  first  place 
Derieux  Awards  at  the  competition. 
Courtn^  Smith  of  Asheboro  received 
the  top  award  in  the  Physiology  and 
Health  Sciences  section,  and  Isaac  Stew- 
art of  High  Point  received  first  place 
in  the  Ecology  section.  The  Derieux 
Award  recognizes  quality  of  research, 
presentation  and  the  student's  ability 
to  answer  questions  about  the  work. 

Smith's  project  compared  breathing 
test  results  as  early  indicators  of  asth- 
ma. Stewart's  project  monitored  water 
pollution  by  testing  for  E.  coli  contami- 
nation in  two  Hickory  streams.  In  2005, 
senior  John  Pennisi  received  a  first- 
place  award  for  his  study  of  drought 
resistance  in  meadow  fescue. 

Students  are  invited  into  the  Biology 
Departmental  Honors  Program  in  their 
sophomore  year,  based  on  aptitude  and 
interest.  Those  who  participate  take  a 


four-semester  series  of  courses  that 
guide  them  through  the  scientific 
research  process. 

The  students  start  by  reading  and 
analyzing  scientific  research  papers. 
Then  they  develop  their  own  project 
and  write  a  proposal,  which  is  submit- 
ted to  the  N.C.  Academy  of  Science. 
Students  are  also  encouraged  to  apply 
for  nationally  recognized  summer 
research  experiences  at  other  colleges. 

"This  exposes  them  to  a  research 
envirormient,  and  improves  their 
chances  of  getting  into  graduate  school," 
McDougal  said.  Students  conduct  their 
research  during  their  senior  year  at  L-R. 

"What's  most  important  is  probably 
just  being  exposed  to  the  process  of 
research,"  McDougal  said.  It  is  a  long 
process  requiring  much  persistence. 

This  process  culminates  in  the  pre- 
sentation of  their  papers  at  NCAS  and 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  From  there,  many  stu- 
dents continue  their  scientific  study  in 
graduate  school.  Others  go  to  profes- 
sional schools  such  as  medical,  dental 
or  physician  assistant  school.  Still  oth- 
ers find  careers  related  to  their  major. 

One  such  student  is  Pamela  Teague 
'05.  Her  student  research  project  was 
also  a  service  learning  project  at  River 
Bend  Park  in  Catawba  County  With 
service  learning,  students  work  in  their 
major  for  the  benefit  of  a  non-profit  or 
governmental  agency. 

League's  project  involved  predicting 
the  re-growth  pattern  of  a  wooded  area 
damaged  by  pine  beetles.  Caretakers  of 
the  county  park  wanted  to  know  if  they 
needed  to  do  anything  to  manage  the 
re-growth  process.  By  mapping  out  the 
types  of  trees  in  the  area  and  applying  a 
mathematical  model,  Teague  was  able 
to  tell  them  that  they  did  not  need  to 
do  anything.  In  this  case.  Mother 
Nature  would  take  care  of  herself. 

As  a  result  of  this  experience,  Teague 
was  offered  a  job  v^th  Wetlands  and 
Natural  Resource  Consulting  of  New- 
ton, a  local  company  that  provides  sci- 
entific expertise  to  property  owners  and 
government  officials.  □

Methodist-affiliated  university  with 
an  enrollment  of  2,300  students.  Dur- 
ing that  time,  he  planned  and  super- 
vised a  $2  million,  two-year  campaign 
for  Harlaxton  College,  the  university's 
British  campus.  He  also  developed 
and  implemented  a  plan  to  increase 
annual  giving  by  76  percent  during 
a  four-year  period. 

He  planned  and  implemented  a 
$60  million  capital  campaign,  which 
was  completed  two  years  ahead  of 
schedule  and  substantially  exceeded 
prior  campaign  results.

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English  major  combines 
love  of  fast  cars  with  art 


A  self-described  "gearhead," 
David  LeFexers  combines  a 
love  of  fast  cars  with  a  talent 
for  art.  And,  by  the  way,  he's 
an  English  major  getting 
ready  to  graduate  from 
Lenoir-Rhyne  in  December  at 
the  age  of  52.  These  achieve- 
ments don't  include  his  hobby  of  car- 
pentry and  his  former  occupation  as  a 
mechanical  engineering  design  associ- 
ate for  Duke  Power. 

It  almost  seems  as  if  LeFevers  has 
too  many  talents  and  interests  for  one 
lifetime.  But  he's  trying  them  all  out, 
as  soon  as  he  gets  the  time. 

LeFevers  grew  up  around  local  race- 
tracks and,  like  many  boys,  tried  his 
hand  at  drawing  the  cars.  He  never  had 
any  formal  art  lessons,  although  his 
mother  encouraged  his  talent  and  made 
sure  he  always  had  plenty  of  art  supplies. 
What  is  unusual  is  that  since  1995  he 
has  been  an  official  artist  for  the  Interna- 
tional Motorsports  Hall  of  Fame  at  Tal- 
ladega, Ala.  Each  year  the  hall  of  fame 
inducts  a  group  of  racing's  legends,  and 
each  year  LeFevers  is  commissioned  to 
paint  a  picture  of  a  car,  boat  or  motorcy- 
cle that  best  represents  each  inductee. 

LeFevers  said  he  wasn't  even  aware 
that  he  was  interviewing  for  the  posi- 
tion when  he  was  chosen.  A  friend  of 
his,  Zack  Zarcadoolas,  had  told  the 
director  of  the  hall  of  fame  about 
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David  LeFevers,  a  senior 
English  major  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  stands  next  to  sev- 
eral of  his  paintings  (in 
foreground)  that  are  part 
of  the  NASCAR  Inspired 
exhibit  at  the  Hickory 
Museum  of  Art. 

LeFevers'  talent  and 
arranged  for  them  to 
meet.  LeFevers 
brought  some  of  his 
paintings  and  they 
toured  the  hall  of 
fame.  At  the  end  of 
the  visit,  the  director  said,  "You've  got 
the  job."  That's  when  he  became  aware 
of  what  he  was  agreeing  to  do. 

LeFevers  explained  that  in  August  of 
each  year  he  gets  a  call  telling  him  who 
the  inductees  will  be.  He  then  has  a 
couple  of  months  to  research  each  hon- 
oree  and  do  a  painting  representing  that 
person's  most  famous  vehicle.  The 
paintings,  in  a  photo-realistic  style,  are 
usually  created  with  acrylic,  watercolor 
and  ink.  He  said  he  needs  more  than 
one  medium  to  get  the  right  look. 

The  paintings  are  unveiled  in  late 
November,  when  a  press  conference  is 
held  to  announce  the  inductees  chosen 
for  that  year.  In  April,  the  induction 
ceremony  takes  place  and  LeFevers' 
artwork  becomes  part  of  that  person's 
museum  exhibit. 

LeFevers  is  modest  about  his  art- 
work, claiming  it  is  more  a  result  of 
hard  work  than  talent.  "I  think  most 
people  could  do  it  if  they  tried,"  he 
said.  In  addition  to  working  for  the  hall 
of  fame,  LeFevers  has  been  the  official 
artist  for  Lotus  Cars  USA,  doing  illus- 
trations for  the  company's  print  ads. 

This  summer,  11  of  LeFevers'  paint- 
ings are  in  the  exhibition  NASCAR 
Inspired  at  the  Hickory  Museum  of  Art. 
These  pieces,  showcasing  cars  of  drivers 
who  have  been  inducted  into  the  Inter- 
national Motorsports  Hall  of  Fame,  are 
on  loan  to  the  Hickory  museum. 
NASCAR  Inspired  features  70  artists 
from  across  the  country,  as  well  as  Cana- 


da and  England.  The  artwork  ranges 
from  paintings  and  blown  glass  to  sculp- 
ture —  such  as  metal  dresses  created 
from  vintage  oil  cans,  and  pottery  that 
incorporates  actual  car  parts.  NASCAR 
Inspired  runs  through  Sept.  17  and  is 
open  to  the  public  free  of  charge. 

It  wasn't  always  obvious  which  path 
LeFevers  would  take  in  life.  After  high 
school,  he  joined  the  Air  Force.  When  he 
left  the  military,  he  realized  he  needed 
more  education  to  get  a  job,  but  he  was- 
n't ready  for  four  more  years  of  following 
orders.  Instead,  he  earned  a  two-year 
degree  in  mechanical  engineering  tech- 
nology He  was  hired  by  Duke  Power, 
where  he  worked  for  the  next  20  years. 
For  the  first  five  years,  he  designed  pip- 
ing for  the  company's  nuclear  power 
plants.  He  then  began  creating  illustra- 
tions for  the  company's  community  pre- 
sentations and  internal  training.  During 
this  time,  he  taught  himself  how  to  use 
computers  to  create  the  illustrations.  He 
left  the  company  during  a  period  of  cor- 
porate downsizing. 

At  loose  ends,  he  began  working  on 
vintage  race  cars  with  Zarcadoolas. 
Shortly  afterward,  his  friend  died  unex- 
pectedly. LeFevers  said  he  was  glad  he 
had  that  time  to  enjoy  their  friendship. 

At  that  point,  LeFevers'  wife,  Cather- 
ine, suggested  that  he  go  back  to  col- 
lege to  earn  a  bachelor's  degree.  "I've 
always  wanted  to  be  a  high  school  Eng- 
lish teacher,"  he  said. 

LeFevers  said  he  has  enjoyed  college 
life  and  gets  along  well  with  the 
younger  students.  His  biggest  challenge 
took  place  when  he  faced  his  first  test 
—  in  Latin.  Although  he  had  studied 
and  felt  prepared,  he  said  he  just  froze 
when  the  test  was  handed  to  him.  For  a 
little  while  he  couldn't  think  of  any  of 
the  answers.  He  was  finally  able  to  calm 
down  enough  to  take  the  test. 

"Once  I  got  past  that  one  —  and  I 
didn't  have  a  heart  attack  or  stroke  —  I 
did  OK,"  he  said. 

While  a  student,  it  was  a  bit  challeng- 
ing to  attend  the  Motorsports  Hall  of 
Fame  induction  ceremony,  which  typical- 
ly fell  during  exam  week.  This  summer 
LeFevers  has  been  busy  on  his  latest  pro- 
ject, building  a  pool  house  in  his  back- 
yard. After  graduation,  he's  not  quite  sure 
what  he  will  do  next,  but  it  will  probably 
be  something  interesting  and  creative. 

As  he  said,  "I'm  not  afraid  to  try 
most  anything."  n

Scronce  owns  and  oper- 
ates the  VIP  Laundry  of  Vale  and  he  is 
also  president  and  owner  of  Koin  Kar 
Wash  of  Hickory. 

The  college  will  use  Mardell's  Nature 
Preserve  as  an  outdoor  classroom  for  the 
study  of  such  subjects  as  conservation, 
ecology,  geology  and  chemistry  As  part  of 
the  agreement,  Lenoir-Rhyne  will  conduct 
environmentally  responsible  studies  that 
will  protect  the  habitat.

Cannon  Trusts  gift  helps  deaf, 
hard-of-hearing 

i  captioning  studio  that  can  turn  any 
jTi-video  or  DVD  into  an  open-  or 
closed-captioned  version  is  now  a  reality 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  For  more  than  a 
year,  members  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College's 
Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing  Support  Ser- 
vices have  met  with  experts,  selected  soft- 
ware options  and  learned  how  to  operate 
the  newly  functioning  studio. 

Captioning  offers  deaf  and  hard-of- 
hearing  students  fuller  and  fairer  access 
to  information  on  videos.  It  also  helps 
students  with  learning  disabilities  and 
those  who  are  not  native  speakers  of 
English. 

The  studio  was  funded  through  a 
$242,000  grant  from  The  Charles  A. 
Cannon  Charitable  Trusts.  The  grant  also 
funded  captioning  display  systems,  learn- 
ing software  and  assistive  learning  devices 
that  utilize  the  latest  captioning  and 
speech-to-text  technology. 

Captioning  display  systems  provide 
real-time  transcription  of  speech  onto 
large  screens.  The  systems  are  located  in 
PE.  Monroe  Auditorium,  Belk  Centrum, 
McCrorie  Center's  Fintel  Classroom, 
Mauney  Music  Building's  Choral  Room 
and  in  the  Cromer  Center  Dining  Hall. 
Two  units  serve  as  message  boards. 

Computer-assisted  speech-to-text  soft- 
ware helps  hard-of-hearing  students  who 
do  not  use  sign  language  as  their  primary 
mode  of  communication.  The  system 
allows  a  trained  speech-to-text  specialist 
to  simultaneously  transcribe  and  display  a 
professor's  lecture  and  student  comments 
on  a  laptop  screen.  The  technology  pro- 
vides another  communication  option  as 
well  as  better  in-class  notes  for  deaf  and 
hard-of-hearing  students. 

Several  assistive  learning  devices  are 
also  in  use.  ALD's  have  been  permanently 
installed  in  PE.  Monroe  Auditorium  and 
the  Belk  Centrum.  Other  devices  help 
students  improve  reading  skills.  All  the 
technologies  offer  first-hand  experience 
to  those  majoring  in  deaf  education,  early 
intervention  for  the  deaf  and  hard  of 
hearing,  and  communication.  □

Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
Endowment  Guidelines 

•  Named  funds  for  any  approved  purpose  may  be  established 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  with  a  minimum  gift  of  $25,000. 
Pledges  may  be  fulfilled  at  the  donor's  convenience  any  time 
over  a  three-year  period.  An  endowment  agreement  is  signed 
by  the  donor  and  the  president  of  the  college. 

•  The  amount  of  revenue  earned  by  a  named  fund  is  deter- 
mined by  the  overall  earnings  of  the  college's  pooled  funds. 

•  Normally,  earnings  are  awarded  annually  as  they  accrue  in 
accordance  with  the  endowment  agreement  once  the  fund 
reaches  the  minimum  level. 

•  Additional  gifts  may  be  added  to  the  fund  at  any  time 
through  current  or  deferred  gifts  such  as  will  provisions, 
by  the  donor  or  by  other  friends  and  family. 

•  Recipients  for  scholarship  funds  are  selected  by  the  office 
of  financial  aid  using  the  government  approved  financial  aid 
information.  Academic  departments  and  other  resources  may 
be  used  as  appropriate  in  the  selection  process. 

•  The  named  fund  will  be  listed  in  a  college  publication  which 
provides  descriptions  and  awarding  guidelines  of  all  college 
endowed  funds. 

•  The  recommended  time  frame  for  the  completion  of  funding 
the  $25,000  minimum  is  three  years.  Funds  that  are  not 
raised  to  the  $25,000  level  within  the  agreed  upon  time 
frame  become  part  of  the  college's  general  endowment. 

•  The  college  provides  annual  reports  to  donors  of  fund 
perfonnance  and/or  current  status. 

•  The  college  uses  an  endowment  spending  rate  formula 
referred  to  as  the  "three-year  average  of  market."  This  for- 
mula is  used  to  calculate  the  funds  released  on  an  annual 
basis  by  taking  average  market  value  of  the  endowed  fund 
on  May  31  of  the  previous  three  years  and  multiplying  it 
by  the  college's  spending  rate.  The  spending  rate  for  the 
college  is  set  by  the  Finance  and  Investment  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  on  an  annual  basis.  (Yr  +  Yr+Yr)/3=$ 
This  average  multiplied  by  our  spending  rate  will  enable 
the  college  to  release  funds  for  use  by  the  recipient  of  this 
scholarship.

)renda  Campbell  '65  was  recently 
^named  to  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  of 
The  College  of  New  Jersey,  where  she 
coached  women's  swimming  and  tennis 
for  31  years.  She  was  inducted  into  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  2004. 

Campbell  was  a  standout  athlete  for 
several  club  teams  during  college,  which 
at  the  time  did  not  field  an  official  women's  team.  She 
came  to  The  College  of  New  Jersey  in  1969  and  served  in 
many  roles  before  taking  the  reins  of  the  women's  tennis 
and  women's  swimming  programs  in  1970.  During  the 
course  of  her  career,  she  amassed  a  combined  coaching 
record  of  562-182-4. 

After  a  successful  career  coaching  both  swimming  and 
tennis,  including  an  NCAA  National  Championship  ten- 
nis team  in  1986,  Campbell  devoted  all  of  her  energies  to 
the  swimming  program  in  1995.  She  guided  18  different 
individuals  to  All-America  status  in  46  events. 

Campbell  graduated  99  percent  of  her  student-athletes 
during  her  tenure  as  coach  of  both  teams.  She  also  guid- 
ed the  swimming  team  to  five  NJAC  Championships, 
two  ECAC  Championships,  six  Metropolitan  Conference 
Championships,  and  produced  65  NCAA  Division  III 
qualifiers,  53  AU-Americans  in  26  events,  17  NCAA 
Division  III  medal  winners,  and  one  NCAA  Division  III 
National  Champion. 

In  addition  to  her  accomplishments  as  the  Lions' 
swimming  coach,  Campbell  served  as  head  coach  of  the 
women's  tennis  program  for  26  seasons,  where  she  com- 
piled a  career  record  of  335  wins  and  79  losses.  In  addi- 
tion, she  helped  the  team  go  undefeated  in  NJAC  play 
from  1982  until  1994  as  they  compiled  an  amazing  68-0 
mark  in  league  matches.  She  led  her  team  to  the  1986 
NCAA  Championship  as  the  1985-86  Lions  became  the 
first  team  in  NCAA  history  from  a  Northeast  college  or 
university  to  win  the  NCAA  Championship  at  any  divi- 
sion. She  guided  17  women's  tennis  players  to  All- Ameri- 
ca honors,  while  two  others  received  recognition  with 
the  Honda  Award.

Even  big  name  Hollywood  actors 
take  classes  in  between  jobs  to  study  their  craft  and  improve.  In 
addition  to  being  an  actor,  Robinson  is  trying  to  break  in  as  a 
writer.  He  has  written  several  screenplays,  which  he  hopes  to    M 
have  produced.  % 

In  the  meantime,  he  continues  to  network  and  develop  his 
acting  skills.  "It's  a  fun  business  that  can  put  a  huge  strain  on 
you  financially,  but  it's  rewarding  when  things  start  to  happen," 
he  said.  "I've  been  fortunate  enough  to  meet  or  work  with  big 
names  such  as  Mickey  Rooney,  Ving  Bhames,  Tiny  Lister,  John 
Amos,  and  Shirley  MacLaine.  These  are  people  who  don't  con- 
sider themselves  'stars,'  but  working  actors  fortunate  enough  to 
continue  working  in  the  business.  That's  the  name  of  the  game, 
not  stardom."  ■

Last  year,  Lenoir-Rhyne  was  a  part- 
ner in  The  Big  Read,  a  communi- 
t)7-wide  reading  program  for  adults. 
This  year,  the  college  will  participate 
in  The  Little  Read,  a  reading  pro- 
gram for  elementary-age  students. 

The  Little  Read  is  a  joint  project 
of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Visiting 
Writers  Series:  In  Their  Own 
Words,  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  School  of 
Education  and  the  Hickory  Public 
School  System. 

Approximately  600  fourth-  and    1 
fifth-grade  students  in  Hickory's  five'^ 
elementary  schools  will  be  involved 
in  the  program  focusing  on  the 
books  of  African- American  author 
Christopher  Paul  Curtis.  The  stu- 
dents will  read  and  discuss  "Bud, 
Not  Buddy"  the  2000  winner  of  the 
Newbery  Medal,  the  most  presti- 
gious award  given  to  books  for 
young  readers.  They  will  also  read 
and  discuss  Curtis's  book  "The  Wat-I 
sons  Go  to  Birmingham  -  1963." 

Curtis  will  speak  at  all  five  ele- 
mentary schools  March  21-23, 
2007.  He  will  also  give  a  free,  public 
reading  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  on 
March  24,  2007. 

The  Hickory  Public  Schools  and 
L-R's  School  of  Education  will  work 
together  to  incorporate  Curtis's  work 
into  their  curriculum  and  plan  related 
activities.
